Israel Men

Arab 


guerrillas made three attacks 
across the Lebanese 
border 


Wednesday night, ambushing an 
Israeli patrol at the eastern end 
of the frontier, shelling three 
settlements and penetrating to 
within 13 miles of Haifa, Israel's 
chief port. Four Israelis and 
four guerrillas were reported 
killed. 


One group of Palestinian com- 


mandos ambushed an Israeli 
patrol on the slopes of Mt, Her- 
mon, killing three soldiers and 
wounding two in a crossfire of 
bazookas and machine guns. 


The patrol was bracketed by 


gunfire from both sides of the 
road, the Israeli command said. 
The Israelis returned the fire, 
scattering the attackers, and 
called in a helicopter to fly out 
their casualties. 


The rocky area has been the 


scene of several bloody encoun- 
ters between Israelis and Arab 
guerrillas. 


Israeli troops killed four Arab 


infiltrators in a running battle 
through a forest 13 miles north- 
east of Haifa, the military com- 
mand announced. 


The guerrillas, on their deep- 


est penetration from Lebanon 
since the 1967 Middle East war, 
clashed with the Israelis near 
Ahihud, about 13 miles south of 
the Lebanese frontier. 


Three Israelis were wounded 


in the fighting, and troops and 
helicopters fanned out In a 
search for other infiltrators. 
Weapons, ammunition, sabotage 
materials and food were found 
on the bodies of the dead guer- 
rillas. 


It was the second deep pene- 


tration from Lebanon in a week. 
Earlier, guerrillas fought Israeli 
troops near Safad, about 10 
miles from the frontier. 


Arab guerrillas, in Lebanon 


also fired Soviet 120mm rockets 
at a school in Kiryat Shmona, In 
Upper Galilee, killed a 17-year- 
old girl and wounded her father 
and her sister, the military 
command said. 


The rockets ripped through 


the school, but did not injure 40 
visiting children sleeping in a 
classroom. A number of houses 
were damaged. 


The military command said

were shelled during the night, 
but there were no reports of 
casualties or damage.

Walter Hickel 
at Odds With 
Administration 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration attacks on 
young dissenters have been de- 
nounced as "inflammatory rhet- 
oric" by the President's own 
youth advisor and gently criti- 
cized by a Cabinet member. 


Within hours Tuesday, a letter 


to the President from Interior 
Secretary Walter J. Hickel sug- 
gesting the administration has 
shown a lack of concern for 
young people was made public 
and Nixon appointee Anthony J. 
Moffett resigned as director of 
the 
Office 
of 
Students and 


Youth. 


Hickel, who said he had com- 


posed the letter for Nixon's eyes 
only, wrote that administration 
policies appear "to lack concern 
for the attitude of a great mass 
of Americans—our young peo- 
ple." 


He politely 
suggested 
that 


Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
be muzzled on the subject of 
student dissent. 


''A continued attack on the 


young— not in their attitudes so 
much as their 
motives—can 


serve little purpose other than 
further to cement those atti- 
tudes to a solidity impossible to 
penetrate with reason," Hickel 
wrote. 


Moffett, whose rumored resig- 


nation became 
official today 


with a strongly worded state- 
ment on the administration's at- 
titudes toward youth, was less 
diplomatic. 


Nixon, Moffett said in a state- 


ment, "has shown that he does 
not understand young people, 
nor does he wish to communi- 
cate with them." 


He decried the President's 


characterization of rioting stu- 
dents as "bums" and his state- 
ment that the death of four Kent 
State University students by Na« 
tional Guard bullets should "re- 
mind us once again that when 
dissent turns to violence it in- 
vites tragedy." 


"A lone has been set by this 


administration that has tended 
to increase polarization," Mof- 
fett 
said 
in 
an 
interview 


Wednesday night. "The inflam» 
matory rhetoric in the air by 
administration officials did not 
help the situation there (Kent 
State)." 


Hickel pleaded with Nixon to 


solicit the views of individual 
cabinet members on the current 
campus crisis and suggested 
consultations with college offi- 
cials, 


Although Nixon earlier had 


declined to meet with 37 college 
and university presidents on the 
campus response to U.S. mili- 
tary action in Cambodia, the 
White House confirmed that the 
heads of nine campuses con- 
ferred in Washington Wednes- 
day night with the President.

lo 13 spacecraft forced the Na* 
tional 
Aeronautics and Space 


Administration to call off the 
moon landing and imperiled the 
lives of the crew before theirlu* 
nar lander helped bring them 
home safely, 


The bill, to be considered next 


week by the House, includes $3.2 
billion for NASA for the fiscal 
year starting July 1, The $136 
million cut in NASA funds in- 
cludes $106 million lopped from 
the research and development 
allowance, 


The House panel's recommen- 


dation came a day after Senate 
approval of a $3.5 billion space 
authorization bill. 


The Senate debate was inter- 


persed with charges the manned 
space effort is a costly white el- 
ephant 
diverting 
the nation 


from pressing domestic prob- 
lems. 


But the senators gave the bill 


69-15 approval after a 56-29 vote 
turned aside a bid to wipe out 
$110 million for a space shuttle 
development project. 


In the bill approved by the 


House Appropriations panel, the 
NASA money allotment was the 
second largest in the measure, 
cut a total of $201.6 million. 
Largest grant was $8.96 billion 
for the Veterans'

tion. 


The Department of Housing 


and Urban Development was 
given $2.9 billion, a cut of $63.9 
million.

The international aspect is in- 


dicated by a demand that party 
members follow a line of "con- 
tributing to the restoration and 
strengthening of the unity of the 
Socialist bloc and the Interna- 
tional Communist movement." 
This suggests that the struggle 
is far from resolved at the top 
level. For years there have been 
signs of a Hanoi tug of war be- 
tween elements embracing the 
Soviet line and those preferring 
Mao's more Asian "Marxism." 


While the Moscow-leaning Le 


Duan, as sole signer of the docu- 
ment, would seem now to have 
the upper hand, recent events 
have complicated the situation. 
Only a few days after the reso- 
lution was published, events in 
Cambodia spurred leaders of 
North Vietnam, the Viet Cong, 
the Laos leftists and Cambo- 
dia's Prince Sihanouk to a sum- 
mit meeting for which Red Chi- 
na provided the territory, facili- 
ties and cheering section. 


Peking seemed to go one up 


on Moscow In the contest for 
Hanoi's allegiance. Then Soviet 
Premier Alexeln Kosygin let go 
with a strong denunciation of 
the Americans for the Cambo- 
dian drive and the new bombing 
of North Vietnam. He coupled 
this with a promise of new mili- 
tary hardware for North Viet- 
nam. 


All this could have an effect of 


restraining the developing pow- 
er struggle in Hanoi, but the 
Politburo resolution indicates,

Chapter Set 
Up In State

By the time Jacob had re- 


turned the 40 miles to his home 
his sock and shoe were conr 
pletely saturated with blood. 


Jacob is a hemophilliac. 
Hemophillia is a shadowy, un* 


publkied blood disease that is 
som?time referred to as the 
"disease of bluebloods" be- 
cause of its prevelence among 
the royal families of Europe. 


Hemophillia is a disease of 


the blood in which a vital clot- 
ting factor is missing. A hemo- 
philliac is a person, who once 
is cut or bruised, finds it diffi- 
cult to stop bleeding. 


The disease, which is trans- 


mitted by the female to male 
children 
is usually detected 


shortly after birth. Although In 
some cases, the condition may 
go unnoticed for several years. 


For those parents who have 


children afflicted with the dis- 
ease it can be, to say the least, 
a problem for them as well as 
the child. 


J. C. Cantrell can vouch for 


that— as the father of Jacob. 


Cantrell was one of the insti- 


gators in starting a hemophillia 
organization in Arkaasas. The 
group was formed in 1968 and 
Cantrell is now president of the 
Arkansas Foundation Hemophil- 
lia Chapter. He is also a region- 
al 
director 
for the National 


Hemophillia Foundation, head- 
quartered in New York City. 


A native of England, Ark., 


Cantrell shakes his head when 
asked of the various problems 
a parent encounters in rearing 
a boy afflicted with the disease. 


Cantrell 
says 
foam-rubber 


padding was sewed inside Jac- 
ob's 
clothing to protect him 


from brusing, which results in 
i n t e r n a l bleeding. Internal 
bleeding is more dangerous to 
a 
hemophilliac than external 


bleeding and most hemophilli- 
acs bruise easily. 


Despite the precautions a par- 


ent may take with a child that 
is a hemophilliac, it usually be- 
comes 
an 
expensive 
matter 


rearing him, 


Outside of the regular hos- 


pital checkups, Jacob has been 
in the hospital several times, 
according 
to Cantrell. From 


running a flyswat into the roof 
of 
his 
mouth, to biting his 


tongue, to being bruised by a 
doctor's forceps at the time of 
his birth and to having a blood 
vessel burst inside his mouth as 
the result of a sore throat and 
a high fever are just some of 
the problems that have plagued 
Jacob. 


Cantrell says he has never 


spent less than $3,000 a year on 
medical 
expenses 
for Jacob, 


who is now 13 years old. 


The critical stage for hemo- 


philliacs is the first 15 years of 
life. The infancy stage and tod- 
dler stage are very critical, 
Cantrell 
says, because they 


don't 
know 
how 
to protect 


themselves. 


Many hemophilliacs soon be- 


come cripples. 


This is a result from bleed- 


ing in the joints, Cantrell says. 
A 
hemophilliac 
must 
begin 


therapy as soon as the bleeding 
in the joint stops. If not he will 
close the use of the joint, Can- 
trell said. 


Cantrell says estimates in- 


dicate there are around 200,000 
hemophilliacs in America to- 
day. 


Presently, there is no known 


cure for hemophillia, but there 
are treatments. 


The threatment is to give a 


hemophilliac 
enough 
transfu- 


sions of cryopercypte, which is 
ihe clotting factor of a pint of 
blood, to build up the coagula« 
tion factor in his blood. 


The only problem with this, 


Cantrell says, is that to receive 
two units of blood every other 
day for a year would cost in 
the neighborhood of $21,000. 


Cantrell urges more people to 


give blood and points out that 
a 
hemophiliac needs 
only a 


small portion of a unit of blood. 
A unit is slightly less than a 
pint.
